The machine was owned by Orville

was driven by Floyd D eLay. 
At the 
time of the accident the car was not 
being operated at an excessive rate of 
speed,

It is understood that re- 
monstranees are to be filed against at 
least on of tin* proposed improve­ 
ments, the short stretch west of the 
bridge. 
The contractors who were given tlie 
contract fo r building the paved road 
through Ew ing and Brownstown were 
before the commissioners today and 
wanted to know what to do concern­ 
ing the street car tracks.

the work and if the tracks are to 
remain they want to plan the work 
accordingly.

Dutch Minister of War Refuses Sug­

London, April 3— The British fo r­ 
eign office informed the United Press 
this afternoon that there is no foun­ 
dation for the rumor that Holland’s 
warlike preparations are due to any 
threat by the allies to violate Dutch 
neutrality. 
It was also denied that 
any decision made by the allies at the 
recent Paris conference was respon­ 
sible for the sudden summoning of the 
Dutch parliament into session and the 
cancellation of soldiers’ leave of ab­ 
sence. 
The Dutch minister of war in an 
interview at Amsterdam instead o f 
explaining the reasons for Holland’s 
m ilitary preparations made the sit­ 
uation even more puzzling. 
He hint­ 
ed that from some power came the 
suggestion that Holland demobilize 
the force she now has in arms to pre­ 
serve her neutrality. 
“ Holland must he ready at a mo­ 
ment’s notice to resist with the ut­ 
most 
vigor 
any 
danger that may 
arise,” he said. 
“ We must he ready 
to Use our whole force at a moment’s 
notice against the violators of our 
neutrality. 
W e have, therefore, de­ 
cided to reject the suggestion that 
we demobilize even the smallest part 
of our armv.”

M illion Insects In Jars W ill Be Used 
to Educate Kiddies. 


An army of more than a million mos­ 
quitoes will be raised by the New York 
health depart men t as soon as i>ossible 
ami distributed, safely packed in g lass 
jars, among the public schools of the 
city . 
The plan is an important part of a 
campaign of education and ex term ina­ 
tion just beginning -education for the 
children, ex termination for the mos­ 
quitoes. 
The interstate mosquito commission 
held a busy meeting at the health de­ 
partment rooms. Representatives were 
there from New York, New J ersey and i 
Connecticut, 
with 
special 
delegates ! 
from W estchester and 
Long Island. 
Health Commissioner Emerson of New 
York announced the local campaign 
against mosquitoes will be carried on 
more vigorously than ever this y ear. 
All owners of buildings in which wa­ 
ter is allowed to lodge In gutters, 
drains or elsewhere will be prosecuted 
criminally . 
It is clearly established 
mosquitoes breed in such patches of 
water. 
"Every pupil In the public schools 
will be asked to study the structure, 
needs and habits of mosquitoes,” said 
Dr. Baldwin, "so as to be able to rec­ 
ognize the dangerous kind at a glance 
and join in the war of ex termination. 
"J f the public school children do all 
they can to help ex terminate mosqui­ 
toes they will help to ward off a great 
deal of sickness and suffering. There 
are not so many malarial mosquitoes 
in New York, and a vigorous campaign 
will prevent tin* breeding of the pests 
in this city ."

T1 Paso, Tex., April 3.— No news 
has come from the American arm y or 
from the Carranza officials south of 
Juarez regarding the present where­ 
abouts of Villa or any of his band. 
That Villa is without funds became 
known here when reliable reports told 
of an appeal he had sent hut recently 
to one of his former lieutenants liv ­ 
ing in New Mexico, begging for $1,300 
to be sent to Mrs. Villa in Los An­ 
geles. 
He said that he had no money 
to send her; that his brother HipolitO 
got away with all he possessed when 
he fled for Cuba. 
Arm y officers in E l Paso, with their 
first reliable information at hand from 
the front regarding the disposition of 
American troops, were busy speculat­ 
ing 
on 
the 
operations 
of 
General 
Pershing’s expedition in Mexico and 
the guess was that he is using a lot 
of troops for some purpose that he 
has not permitted to become known 
here. 
The speculation is that he would 
send some of his forces far to the 
south of Guerrero, even to Chihuahua 
City, to cut Villa off in his flight. 
The first news regarding the dis­ 
position of troops came out in a spe­ 
cial telegram from your correspond­ 
ent with the troops and was read here 
by army men with avidity. 
“ There are now over 12,000 Fnited 
States 
troops 
in 
Mexico, 
probably 
close to 13.000,” said an officer dis­ 
cussing the situation, “ and this mes­ 
sage accounts for only 2,500 of them. 
W e know that there are 2,000 more, 
possibly 3,000 guarding the line of 
communication, south of Columbus to 
Madera. 
W here the other 7,000 or 
8,000 men are nobody on the outside 
has been permitted to learn.” 
Location of Artillery. 
Nothing has been sent out about 
the artillery except a dispatch telling 
of the fast time the artillery made in 
getting into Mexico. 
The presump­ 
tion is that it traveled as fast as the 
cavalry and it should he somewhere 
away to the south of General Persh­ 
ing's headquarters near 
Namiquipa. 
At the 
rate the cavalry has been 
traveling— the Dodd column is about 
four hundred miles from the border, 
some of the forces could be much 
further inland and it is the belief that 
General Pershing has been able to 
push a number of his men south of 
Guerrero and circle them around the 
Mexican 
Central 
railroad, south of 
Chihuahua. 
It w ill re recalled that the dispatch­ 
es from Washington said that permis­ 
sion has been asked to use the Mex­ 
ican National lines, as well as the 
Mexican Northwestern. 
In the light 
of what we now believe, we presume 
it was General Pershing’s desire to 
use the national lines to take food and 
supplies 
south 
through 
Chihuahua 
C ity to his men. 
From Minacot, which 
is a short distance from Guerrero the 
American 
forces 
could 
have 
gone 
south 
for 
considerable 
distance 
through the mountains on the Kansas 
City, Mexico and Orient railroad. They 
could 
then 
have 
spread 
eastward 
south 
of 
Cusihuiriaehlc 
and 
Santa 
Ysabel toward the Mexico National 
lines, forming a complete cordon south 
of Villa. 
Such a cordon 
would 
keep Villa 
moving earl, toward the city of Chi­ 
huahua ns his only means of escape, it 
is pointed out, hence, if the Americans 
do not overtake him soon it would not 
be a surprise to arm y officers here if 
Villa made an attack upon the city of 
Chihuahua, where sentiment is report­ 
ed in his favor. 
Many of V illa ’s for­ 
mer followers are there. 
V illa has had three bandit bands 
operating in the C.uerrero-Minaca dis­ 
trict and was not with the band at­ 
tacked by Colonel Dodd at Guerrero, 
according to apparently authentic ad­ 
vices from Chihuahua City. 
Accord­ 
ing to these advices Villa was atCusi- 
huiriachie, 
fifty 
miles 
southeast of 
Guerrero when Colonel Dodd clashed 
with the ba?idits. 
General Herrera, the massage said, 
was at Laguna, fifty kilometers north 
of Chihuahua City with 150 men and 
two subordinate guns. 
I^aguna is on 
a trail running west into the Santa 
M aria valley. 
Herrera was said to 
be wholly passive.

The official communique issued by 
the French war office announces that 
the French now have entirely w ith ­ 
drawn from the village of Vaux in

Six
